Mount your set for any city on a 
page with 15 spaces, placing each stamp in 
its proper position according to denomination. 
So soon as a new value is issued for any city, 
place it in the proper place on the page. In 
this manner you have ready a place in your 
album for anything that may appear. The 
coils are handled in the same manner on a 
page with 10 spaces.

ONTGOMERY MULFORD, 

the Buffalo Philatelist who 

breaks into print quite fre- 

quently with attractive and 

interesting information on 
stamp and stamp subjects comments 
at length on our editorial of the 14th 
and quite agrees with the arguments 
as set forth therein.

FIVE YEARS OLD We had hoped 

that when we 
announced this fact that we would 
be in a position to offer a pleasant 
surprise to the many collectors who 
have been steadfast friends for a 
great part of this past five years as 
well as to those whose names have 
been added to our list within the past 
year or two. 

We have plugged along with eyes 
to the front and with a determina- 
tion to succeed in the face of most 
bitter and distressing opposition. Op- 
position of old man depression, oppo- 
sition that has licked thousands of 
good men in the past few years and 
opposition that has been such as to 
discourage and weaken most everyone. 

We believe that the worst has 
passed, that better days are in view, 
and that we shall see a steady im- 
provement. We had hoped that this 
point would have been reached many 
months ago in order that we might 
round out our first five years by offer- 
ing a pleasant surprise in the way of 
some attractive improvements in our 
paper, but this has been impossible to 
accomplish in the manner in which 
we had planned it. 

However, we have achieved some of 
the things that we have worked for in 
this time and within a short time will 
be able to do some things with the 
paper that will add to its attractive- 





ness and interest. It is barely pos- 
sible that we may have a surprise 
for our readers with our next number 
which will be the first number of our 
sixth year. Whether this can come 
to pass, depends on some few things 
which we are arranging for and if 
the paper should look like a stranger 
to you next week, do not fail to look 
into it and learn that it is the same 
paper that you have been receiving. 

Should we not be able to make these 
arrangements by next week, due an- 
nouncement of our plans for the fu- 
ture will be made at that time. 

As has been our custom in the past 
we celebrate our birthday each year 
with the first number in our new vol- 
ume which will be our issue for No- 
vember 4. It was just five years ago 
on this same date, Nov. 4, 1928, that 
the first issue of Linn’s Weekly Stamp 
News was issued. Two thousand 
copies was the total issue for several 
weeks after which the number began 
to climb and before four years had 
elapsed we had attained the largest 
circulation of any stamp publication 
in the United States and we believe in 
the world.

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Little Journeys With Stamps 
By DON HOUSEWORTH 


“The Germans write much; the 
French talk much; the English do 
much.” 

Thus wrote Count Stephen 
Szechenyi shortly before his death in 
1860 and after he had witnessed the 
completion of the greatest chain sus- 
pension bridge in the world—built by 
the English for the Hungarians. 

Mr. Percival Sinkerson and I stood 
at the head of the bridge. For a mo- 
ment or two we said nothing. The 
majesty of the structure awed even 
Mr. Sinkerson who had been visiting 
the bridge regularly for twenty years. 
You may remember that I met the 
gentleman on the express between 
Vienna and Budapest and that I found 
him to be a veritable walking encyclo- 
pedia on Hungary and things Hungar- 
ian. It was my first trip to the Queen 
of the Danube and when he offered 
his services as a guide to the points 


| Did you ever hear of Count 
Szechenyi?” 

I confessed that the name was not 
a familiar one. 


“Hungary had produced few men 
of the caliber of Szechenyi,” explained 
my guide. “He was born shortly after 
the successful termination of your rev- 
olutionary war and he might even 
have been inspired by that struggle 
for political freedom to give his life 
for the cause of Hungary. When Hun- 
garians call him ‘the greatest Hun- 
garian’ they do not do him justice. 
Rather, I should say, he is one of the 
‘greatest Europeans’. But to be brief. 
Szechenyi was a super student of 
mankind and he formed his high opin- 
ion of the English early in life when 
he entered an English factory as a 
common laborer to study working 
conditions and the thoughts of the 
foreign mind. I do not know if he 
was instrumental in engaging Eng- 
lishmen to build this bridge but I 
rather think that he was. Such a span 
was an obsession with him and the 
London architects, Tiernay and Adam 




















of interest I readily consented. We 
were scarcely off the train before he 
had me on the left bank of the Dan- 
ube gazing spellbound at the bridge 
he had mentioned on the express. 

Imagine, if you can, two Ares de 
Triomphe transplanted from Paris and 
placed on piers in the Danube river. 
Imagine the great stone lions of Tra- 
falgar Square in London dropped into 
place on the banks of the Danube and 
a roadway built between them and 
extending across the stream through 
the victory arches. That is one’s first 
impression of the chain suspension 
bridge that connects the old city of 
Pest and the new city of Buda. 

“The lions,” Mr. Sinkerson said 


softly, “are the work of the great 
Hungarian sculptor, John Marsch- 
alko.” 


“Worth coming a long way to see,” 
I replied. “They are worthy of a 
place beside such architecture.” 

“But the bridge,” continued Mr. 
Sinkerson, 


“is the work of foreigners. ! 


Clark, started to work on it in 1840. 
For seven long years the work con- 
tinued and finally it was completed. 
Those pillars are 160 feet high and 
the great chains rest upon them. The 
roadway, from bank to bank, is 410 
yards long. I know not how many 
thousand tons of stone were placed in 
that monument to the brain of a cen- 
tury. 

“But I am getting off the subject. 
I was sketching the life of Szechenyi. 
One of his major achievements was 
the founding of the Hungarian Acad- 
emy of Knowledge. There it stands 
today, scarcely two blocks away. It 
might be said that he was a martyr 
to the cause of freedom. Working day 
and night for Hungary he succeeded 
in shaping a progressive course for 
his countrymen and then the great 
mind that needed was unable to stand 
the strain of worry. Fearing that a 
revolution might develop and sweep 
away in hours that which had been 
accomplished only by years of toil he 








took his own life on Easter Sunday 
in 1860.” 

Mr. Sinkerson and I paused a mo- 
ment longer in silent tribute to Count 
Szechenyi and then we cut across 
town to the Andrassy boulevard 
where, Mr. Sinkerson said we would 
find the Abbazia coffee house and the 
finest wine in Hungary. 

Count Stephen Szechenyi is por- 
trayed on the 10-filler value of the 
current Hungarian postage.
